Dahlia  Types 


CACTUS  DAHLIAS — Flowers  are  fully  double,  the 
petals  being  long  and  narrow,  either  incurved  or 
twisted,  with  sharp,  fluted  or  divided  points,  and  with 
revolute  (rolled  back)  margins,  the  outer  florets  form¬ 
ing  an  almost  perfect  tube  the  full  length  of  the  ray. 
The  petals  of  the  English  type  cactus  are  more  tightly 
rolled  than  those  of  the  American  type. 

HYBRID  CACTUS  DAHLIAS — Flowers  are  fully  dou¬ 
ble,  the  petals  being  rather  flat  and  broad,  twisted  or 
recurved,  and  not  sharply  pointed  unless  tips  are  di¬ 
vided.  Slightly  revolute  margins,  and  outer  florets 
some  times  forming  tubes  less  than  half  the  length  of 
the  ray. 

DECORATIVE  DAHLIA— Flowers  are  fully  double 
to  center  early  in  the  season,  sometimes  the  full  sea¬ 
son.  Petals  are  large,  broad,  flat  or  slightly  rolled  at 
edges.  The  petals  often  turn’  back,  giving  the  flower 
great  depth. 


PEONY  FLOWERED  DAHLIA— Flowers  are  semi- 
double  usually  with  open  center.  The  inner  petals  are 
usually  curled  and  twisted  around  center,  the  outer 
two  or  three  rows  of  petals  being  broad,  flat  and 
irregular.  The  rays  are  sometimes  pointed. 

SHOW  DAHLIA — Flowers  are  double  being  ball- 
shaped  and  globular,  very  full  to  the  center,  having 
regular  spiral  arrangement  of  florets.  Petals  are 
quilled  or  have  quite  markedly  involute  margins  and 
rounded  tips.  The  hybrid  show  has  a  large  flower 
loosely  built. 

POMPON  DAHLIA— Flowers  are  same  shape  as  the 
Show  Dahlia  but  must  be  less  than  two  inches  in 
diameter. 

Key  to  Abbreviations — (Cac.),  Cactus;  (Dec.),  Decor¬ 
ative;  (Peo.),  Peony;  (Hy.),  Flybrid  Cactus.  The 
pompon  Dahlias  are  listed  separately. 
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The  Culture  of  the  Dahlia 

Follow  these  brief  instructions  and  you  cannot  eliminate  success. 

LOCATION — As  to  location,  the  dahlia  is  not  as  particular  as  most  flowers  and  will  grow 
and  succeed  under  many  adverse  conditions.  However,  a  sunny  location  or  in  the  open  will 
favor  them  more  or  less.  Do  well  on  high  or  low  land  as  well  as  level  ground.  Yellow  or 
lighter  shades  will  do  well  in  partial  shade,  producing  wonderful  flowers  and  not  losing  their 
color. 

PREPARATION — The  soil  should  be  thoroughly  cultivated  eight  to  ten  inches  deep  the 
preceding  fall,  if  possible.  To  secure  exceptional  results  barn  yard  or  other  fertiliser  should  be 
worked  in  at  that  time.  Just  before  planting  turn  same  over  again. 

TIME  OF  PLANTING — The  time  for  planting  dahlias  varies  according  to  the  locality. 
They  can  he  planted  after  the  danger  of  frost  is  over,  and  under  ordinary  conditions  will  bloom 
in  from  seventy  to  ninety  days  from  time  of  planting.  Always  wait  until  the  ground  is  thor¬ 
oughly  warmed,  as  early  planting  and  cold  ground  causes  rotting  and  loss  of  tubers  in  many 
instances. 

PLANTING — First  drive  your  stakes  for  the  larger  varieties  three  feet  by  three  feet  square, 
then  dig  a  hole  eight  inches  deep  at  base  of  stake,  put  a  small  milk  can  of  coarse  bone  meal  in 
the  bottom  of  the  hole,  then  cover  with  two  inches  of  soil,  lay  the  bulb  on  its  side,  having  the 
sprout  or  eye  upwards.  Water  thoroughly  and  when  dry  enough,  cultivate  and  fill  in  as  plant 
grows  until  the  ground  is  level.  Gultivation  should  be  practiced  every  week  until  flowers  begin 
to  form,  then  cease  cultivation,  put  on  a  mulch,  barn  yard  fertiliser,  dead  leaves  or  any  other 
like  material,  being  careful  that  it  does  not  touch  the  stem  or  plant. 

As  the  shoot  or  plant  commences  to  show  itself  above  the  ground,  care  should  be  taken  at 
this  time  for  the  prevention  of  cut  worms  and  other  pests  that  destroy  the  young  shoots.  We 
use  arsenate  of  lead  for  this  purpose.  Dust  on  plants  thoroughly.  Directions  come  on  each 
package. 

To  obtain  the  largest  and  most  perfect  flowers  only  the  terminal  buds,  which  means  the 
ones  in  center  of  stem,  should  be  allowed  to  mature,  the  others  being  taken  off  by  rubbing  or 
pinching,  enabling  the  full  strength  to  develop  to  the  bloom. 

WATERING — The  amount  of  watering  depends  largely  upon  the  locality  and  amount  of 
rainfall.  In  regions  where  the  rainfall  is  scanty  and  where  sprinkling  and  irrigation  must  be 
regularly  practiced,  dahlias  should  be  watered  more  frequently  than  in  localities  where- there  is 
abundant  rain.  Watering  is  very  beneficial,  but  the  plant  should  never  be  watered  on  top  in 
the  middle  of  the  day  as  this  has  a  tendency  tc  burn  your  flowers  and  leaves. 

A  general  rule  would  be  to  soak  thoroughly  about  every  two  weeks.  We  are  in  one  of 
the  warmest  spots  in  the  country  and  that  is  our  practice. 

SIZE  ‘  jF  BULBS — The  size  of  the  bulb  or  tuber  does  not  in  any  way  designate  the  size 
or  quality  of  the  flower.  Some  varieties  of  dahlias  always  produce  very,  small  bulbs,  while  other 
varieties  make  larger  ones.  Small  bulbs  are  worth  as  m.uch  as  the  larger  ones  and  often  start 
much  quicker.  The  sole  requisite  of  the  dahlia  bulb  is:  That  it  must  have  one  or  two  eyes, 
either  large  or  small,  and  with  proper  cultivation  success  is  generally  assured.  A  bulb  which 
is  a  division  of  a  clump  and  dahlia  seed  will  grow  and  bloom  equally  well  if  given  ordinary 
and  sane  treatment. 


Dahlias  should  be  cut  early  in  the  morning  or  late  in  the  evening.  Also,  bear  in  mind  that 
a  dahlia  is  not  a  rose  and  the  bloom  must  be  fully  matured  when  cut  or  otherwise  will  not  be 
satisfactory.  After  cutting,  strip  foliage  off  leaving  about  two  whirls  of  leaves  of  green  for 
vases  or  other  use,  put  in  boiling  water  about  three  inches  deep  and  allow  them  to  stay  until 
water  cools.  This  will  insure  two  more  days  to  your  flower.  If  they  wilt  earlier  than  expected, 
cut  stem  off  a  few  inches  and  duplicate  treatment.  For  reasons  we  do  not  understand,  many  use 
aspirin  tablets,  one  to  two  gallons  of  water,  which  seems  to  produce  excellent  results  as  to 
keeping  qualities. 
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MRS.  E.  E.  ROWE — (Dec.)  This  is  one  of  the 
best  keeping  Dahlias  we  have  had  the  pleasure 
to  grow.  It  is  about  the  shape  of  Jersey  Beauty, 
round  and  full,  the  stems  are  long,  straight  and 
erect,  holding  the  flower  high  above  the  foliage. 

It  is  a  clear  lemon  yellow,  with  creamy  white 
center.  It  does  not  fade,  as  some  yellow  Dah- 
lias  do.  The  foliage  is  dark  green,  and  the 
plant  is  very  free  from  insects.  One  of  the 
best  Dahlias  we  have  had  the  pleasure  to  in¬ 
troduce . . . . .

GIGANTEROJO — (Dec.)  A  giant  flower  of 
light  scarlet,  no  other  shadings  to  mar  the 
beauty  of  this  gorgeous  color.
